quoting her as charging him with 
poisoning her 
He also attacked the action or 
the trial court on other grounds. 
During the trial Clara Brown, a 
nurse who attended Mrs. Shepard, 
was permitted to testify that Mrs. 
Shepard had stated "she was being 
poisoned" and that "Dr. Shepard 
has poisoned me " 


Holds Judge Erred. 


Major Shepard contended tne al- 


leged conversation occurred 25 days 
before her death, and that the 
judge should have warned the jury 
the statements were not dying dec- 
larations 


He also insisted his wife was suf- 
fering many hallucinations, that 
she did not recognize people, and 
that the jury had attaciied undue 
importance to the statements quot-» 
ed as having been made by her. 
The decision was handed

by Justice Cardozo. who reported 
no dissent 
It carefully reviewed

paign "is not progressing at all; it 
Is receding," asserts Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah of Idaho. And to 
stop a "brazen program of exploit- 
ation" through high prices he has 
gone on record for restoration and 
enforcement of the anti-trust laws. 


"We are gathering the fruits, in 
a large measure, of the mistaken 
act in suspending the anti-trust 
laws last winter," the independent 
republican told a rural 
western 
Idaho audience here Sunday night. 
"It should not have been done," 
he said in referring to the unen- 
forced anti-trust provisions. "The 
people are paying for that mistake 
now. It was assumed that the pub- 
lic would be protected through these 
(NRA) 
codes, but that assumption 


was based upon wrong premises and 
was made without a sufficient de- 
sire to restrain monopolies." 
Senator Borah again urged use of 
both gold and silver to provide a 
broader metallic base for the mone- 
tary system, declaring that "upon 
that broad base sufficient currency 
could be provided with which 
to 
meet the situation."

But two new processing

HARI-KARI ON THE FARM. 
D 


OES any one believe that the developments which 


took place near Dakota 
City, Neb.. Sunday 


night aid the farm cause? 


One farmer was killed, and five injured, when a 


speeding: automobile crashed into a group of pickets 
clustered around a parked truck on the 
highway. 


Near Lawton, la., eight carloads of livestock were 
raided by pickets and turned loose to wander through 
the streets after 200 pickets had broken into a freight 
train to prevent the animals from being shipped to 
market. In Wisconsin, a renewal of picketing result- 
ed in 40.000 pounds of milk being dumped on the 
highway and telephone wires cut. Near Plattsmouth, 
Neb., Omaha, Council Bluffs, and Glenwood, la., the 
situation is tense and authorities are apprehensive of 
disorder. 


It is a sad picture. It reveals one group of the 


farming population arrayed 
against 
another, for 


those desiring to market farm produce are farmers 
themselves engaged" in hauling their grain, their live- 
stock, and their poultry products to market. Their 
right on the highways is being challenged by others 
engaged in tilfing the soil. 


In its larger aspects, the situation is more confus- 


ing. 
What the farmer desires, and what he deserves, 


is a better price for his commodities. Does any 


,;. farmer, including those engaged in the mistaken holi- 


day movement, believe that the administration is not 
honestly, boldly, and courageously endeavoring with 


" 
every means at its employ to increase the prices of 
farm commodities? The president is doing every- 
thing humanly possible and he has succeeded in a 
large measure in improving conditions. This was no 
sham battle to be won overnight. This is a titanic 
contest, and it will require the utmost patience, the 
utmost fortitude, the utmost courage, if it is to be 
won. 
But it will be won, because President Roose- 


velt has the faith and the capacity for leadership to 
triumph over stupendous odds. 


Those events transpiring in the holiday movement 


serve only to nullify the efforts being made and to 
jeopardize the farmer it desires to aid. What profit 
ccmes from arraying one farm neighbor against an- 
other, from dividing communities; from stimulating 
in the minds of people who might become potential 
customers of the farmer that dangerous element of 
fear which practically suspended buying last winter 
as a culmination of the holiday uprising then? Does 
any one doubt that conditions during the crisis of 
last January and February were intensified by an un- 
reasoning and an unthinking fear which caused peo- 
ple to hoard eyery penny they could clutch and to 
buy only the bare necessities? 
This country will 


forge ahead when bitterness and enmities and fear 
are displaced by a faith in government, In its poli- 
cies, in its high sense of devotion to the interests of 
all. with faith that there is here the requirements for 
sane, orderly, and well balanced living. Does any 
one doubt that with all the resources America pos- 
sesses that this splendid objective cannot be reached? 
Does any one think that it can take place in a day 
or a week, or a- month or several months? It is go- 
ing to be a long fight, and while nerves are frazzled, 
we counsel for patience and for understanding, for 


• calmness and for faith. This administration has won 


the right to be accorded complete confidence, be- 
cause It has been energetic, vigorous, alert to every 
current, and responsive to sound and sane appeals. 


Recognizing those elements which appeal to human 


sympathy, recognizing that the farmer has been 
called upon to sacrifice much. In many instances 
everything he possesses, we appeal to him not to re- 
neat that course of action which only served to In- 
crease his own distress in the dead of winter at the 
start of this year. We believe that the great majori- 
ty of farmer are standing behind the president pa- 
tiently, appreciative of his efforts in their behalf. 
We believe they will continue to stand united in the 
face of a holiday movement inaugurated by a portion 
cf their numbers. We believe that when the thought- 
ful farmer deliberates upon the natural fruits of agi- 
tation and disorder, he will say to himself—this Is not 
helping me: it is injurious to my cause and to my 
pocketbook. 


everybody believes it is on the way; and in that be- 
lief men and women are getting back to normal nab- 
its of buying the things they need. 


Much depends, of course, on future developments. 


The farmers need better prices for what they have 
to sell before they can Join the spending movement; 
but even now they are far ahead of where they were 
a year ago. The important thing to bear in mind is 
that progress has been made in the right direction. 
The United States government is sympathetic to the 
needs of agriculture 
and 
President Roosevelt has 


publicly stated his purpose to raise prices of farm 
commodities by one means or another. 


Each citizen must keep the fact In mind that his 


own welfare is bound up with that of his neighbors 
and the whole country. 
The prosperity which the 


president seeks to bring about is one which will ex- 
tend to all groups and classes. 


SENATOR KENDRICK. 


T 


HE thought comes with the death of Senator 


Kendrick if his life story will continue to be re- 


enacted in America. He was left an orphan when in 
his 'teens. He became a cowboy, and 
followed 
the 


trail from the Texas Panhandle to Wyoming, where 
he settled. The story is told that while his cowboy 
associates spent their leisure hours in fun and dis- 
sipation, young Kendrick took his books to the hills 
and while watching the herds, studied. 


In time, he was called upon by the people of Wy- 


oming to represent them in the United States sen- 
ate, and although a democrat in a strongly republi- 
can state, term after term, his constituency continued 
to return him with increasing majorities, until at the 
time of his death, he was the dean of the 
senate. 


Such an evidence of faith on the part of voters no- 
toriously fickle in their affections indicates clearly 
the hold which Senator Kendrick had upon his peo- 
ple. 
It was not a grip acquired by the customary 


political wiles. He was a good politician, but in ad- 
dition to a natural aptitude for politics, he was so 
eloquent with the spirit of the west, so much the 
tried and true representative of it, so sympathetic 
toward its ideals and its objectives, that Wyoming 
hailed him as its foremost citizen, took a deep pride 
in his work, and 
rejoiced in the distinction 
he 


brought to the state. 


Senator Kendrick was seventy-six years of age. 


Ordinarily, it could be said that he had lived a rich 
life and that his span was completed. There was an 
element of tragedy in the swift, sudden stroke, which 
felled him last Thursday, and which resulted in his 
death forty-eight hours later. "His life's dream was 
tied up in the great irrigation project which received 
approval in Washington late in August. It involved an 
expenditure of 28 million dollars, but its significance 
with relation to the future state of Wyoming cannot 


overemphasized. He had lived it, dreamed it, 


"ought for it for years, and he remained in Washing- 
ton after congress adjourned in the blistering heat 
until he saw it 
safely through. Returning to his 


iome in the hills, he spoke to an intimate friend in 
Lincoln of his great fatigue. The fact is that it was 
the arduous labors in connection with this develop- 
ment that sapped the strength of the rugged Wy- 
oming man. It is rather tragic that he could not 
have lived to have seen the completion of a work to 
which he devoted so many years.

Months passed and she 
was forgotten, except for an occasional foray into 
the news columns, almost completely. It must have 
been a difficult and disappointing climax for one who 
had been the toast of the town. 
"Texas" Guinan 


was fiercely loyal to those associated with her. 
She 


mothered the girls who danced in her act; she 
watched over them with a, protective eye, and they 
must have loved her. 


NOT ONLY THE TIGER'S HIDE. 


T only a Tiger's skin is involved in the heated 
mayoralty contest in New York City, which will 


be decided at the polls Tuesday. The republican 
party in New York state has a stake which will have 
a very definite bearing on politics there in the next 
congressional and the next national election. 


While LaGuardia, McKee, and O'Brien have been 


clawing each other. Ogden Mills and former United 
States Senator Wadsworth have been eyeing each 
other with anything but brotherly love. Mills, it Is 
no secret, with the prestige of a close association 
with the Hoover administration, as the secretary ot 
the treasury, aspires to the leadership of the republi- 
can party* in the Empire commonwealth. The anti- 
Hoover forces in New York state, and they are pow- 
erful and numerous, have other plans. They quietly 
have been grooming Wadsworth as a candidate for 
the republican nomination for the presidency In 1936. 
Mills also Is supposed to have his eye cocked on the 
nomination. 


The New York City scrap—and it has been a real 


one with the overthrow of Tammany the avowed ob- 
jective—has produced £he strange spectacle of the 
ultra-conservative Ogden Mills and the supposedly 
radical LaGuardia working hand in hand. Mills has 
taken an active part in LaGuardia's campaign for the 
mayorship. and Ex-Senator Wadsworth does not like 
it. ShoiVi LaGuardia win. and the polls have fav- 
ored him. Mills might be placed in a dominating posi- 
tion. While the republicans may gain some comfort 
and considerable glee over the nice dog fight in dem- 
ocratic ranks in New York City, an equally exciting

people who 
lived near the scene of the picket- 
ing brought out that the 
pickets 
were not neighbors but 
agitators 


from the outside, he said. Mr. Has- 
kin believes that the farmers them- 
selves are not generally in favor 
of the strike. 
Regarding the general situation 
over the 
country. Mr. 
Haskins 
stated that everywhere, everyone 
seemed to be awaiting develop- 
ments. "Everybody is agreed that 
something has to be done for the

knows exactly how to go about it.

U. S. DENOUNCES 


GREEK TREATY 


Extradition Pact Called 


Worthless in View of 


Iivsull Verdict. 


ATHENS, Nov 
6—(IP}—Denounc- 


ing the extradition treaty as worth- 
less, in view of the verdict in the 
ca.se of Samuel Insull, sr, a strong 
United States protest was handed 
by Lincoln MacVeach. the American 
minister, to the director of the for- 
eign ministry today. 


The foreign minister himself was 


absent at Salonica 


The protest expressed astonish- 


ment at the appeal court's verdict 
in refusing to allow Insull to be 
extradited to face charges in con- 
nection with the collapse of his util- 
ities interests 


It protested that the court was 


trying the case by going into the 
substance of the accusations 
Premier Tsaldans in an interview 


declared he had requested the nun 
istry of justice to go through the 
file in the Insull case and determine 
whether anything important es- 
caped the court 


He expressed his personal opin- 


ion that Greek justice 
stands as 


the highest and also expressed re- 
gret that the United States is so 
persistent and attaches so much 
importance to the court's verdict. 


Will Cancel Treaties. 


WASHINGTON. Nov 6—(XP)—The 


United States intends to cancel its 
extradition treaty with Greece be- 
cause it'considers that country's de- 
cision m refusing to send Samuel 
Insull back to America for trial on

see as a "jealous disposition " 


Every child is, of course, natural- 


ly jealous of a new baby. 
The 


treatment accorded him at the time 
the baby is born has a great deal 
to do with the ease or difficulty 
with which he adjusts 
his own 


changed position in the 
family 


group 


The mother at this time is out 


of the picture, being away in the 
hospital 
During 
the 
following 


months, she is very much preoccu- 
pied with the baby's physical care, 
and, naturally, most concerned with 
the child who obviously needs her 
most 


If it happens that the father is 


the sort of person who is also pe- 
cularly drawn towards the young- 
est and most helpless member of 
his family, the older child will sure- 
ly feel himself cruelly abandoned 
and alone 
This unhappiness frequently is 


reflected as disobedience, destruc- 
tiveness and a generally negative 
attitude toward the parents' wishes 
The advent of a new baby causes 
a situation in which the father 
plays a very important role for the 
older child. 


Added love and attention from 


him at this time make this child 
feel more secure and offer him a 
compensation for his loss of atten- 
tion from mother 
This alone will do much toward 


carrying him through an emotional 
difficulty 
which m a y 
otherwise 


leave permanent scars upon his 
personality. 
An Underlying Jealousy 


It is an accepted fact that moth- 
ers normally tend to favor their 
sons, and fathers, their daughters 


Something more than this natural 


tendency howe\er. is necessarv to 
explain the attitude which Mrs. 
Blank takes toward her extraordi- 
narily attractive daughter. 


Mrs. 
Blank simply never 
has 


shown Nancy even a fraction of the 
love which she showers so lavishly 
upon her two boys She has never 
taken a normal pnde in her suc- 
cesses and her personality 


Quite obviously: she begrudges 


her" the admiration of others and 
resents especially her husband's ' 
timate companionship with 1u 


Perhaps an explanation of 


Blank's attitude, and one which un- 
doubtedly would amaze her. is to be 
found in the fact that in her own 
Kirlhood. she suffered extremely 
from jealousy of a younger sister 
who was a farnilv favorite and es- 
pecially loved by her father.
